EpINBURGH, Nov. 25.—In the Sheriff’s Court 
to-day Alfred Monson was arraigned on the 
charge of trying to drown Lieut, Windsor 
Hambrough in Ardlamont Bay on Aug. 9 
and with murdering kim in a wood on the 
following day by shooting. 

The murder of Lieut. Windsor Hambrovugh, 
or the Ardlamont mystery,’’ as it is called, 
remains shrouded almost in as much mys- 
tery now as it was in August last, when it 
first attracted the attentien of the English 
and Scotch press. 


SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The scene of the tragedy is almost as fa- 
miltar to Americans as to British tourists. It 
is situated in one of the loveliest parts of the 
Clyde, at the entrance to the famous Kyles 
of Bute, and only about twenty minutes, 
steam from Rothesay, the loveliest of sea- 
side restoyts in Scotland. The persons chiefly 
concernedinthe tragedy are Lieut, Ham- 
brough, the victim, Alfred Monson, now 
under suspicion, and a mysterious person 
named scott, who perhaps has more to 
tell than anyone else, but who disappeared 
shortly afterthe death of Hambrough and 
has not been seen or heard of since. 

WINDSOR DUDLEY CECIL HAMBROUGH 
Was the eldest son of Mr. Dudley Ham- 
brough of the Isle of Wight. He would have 
attained his majority early next year. He 
wasalieutenantin the Yorkshire regiment 
and his father isa Justice of the Peace for 
Hampshire. Mr. Hambrough resides princi- 
paliy at Stockbridge. In the course of an in- 
terview Hambrough’s father said he was in- 
troduced to Monson, his son's guardian and 
tutor, in June, 1890, and being satisfied with 
Monson’s capability, he placed his son under 
hischarge. After atime, as the result of 
various matters which came to his 
attention, Mr.Hambrough grew suspicious of 
Monson. He thought Monson was in 
league with money lenders. Wherever young 
Hambrougl went Monson followed, and he 
execised so greatan influence over his pupil 
that the latter simply ignored his own 
t people and was led entirely by Monson. The. | 
| fatherexpressed the opinion that the tutor 

had some hypnotic influence over his son. 
8 At all events, the two were inseparable and 
all Mr. Hambrough’s entreaties were useless 
to prevail upon his son to return home. 

ALFRED JOHN MONSON, 

the prisoner, is the third son of the late 
Rev. Thomas Monson, a Yorkshire rector. 
His mother is a daughter of the fifth Viscount 
Galway, Monson is in his 84thyear. His 
father was the son of a second Baron Munson 
and grand- uncle of the present Lord Oxen- 
bridge, is married and has three children. 
Ihe prisoner seems to have been continually 
in financial dimficulty, and wherever he went 
he left behind him the reputation of a man 
who did not pay his debts promptly. Mon- 
son had, moreover, passed the bankruptcy 
court some time ago. 

The third person, Scott, who was with 
Hambrough and Monson when the former 
was killed, is still at large and his identity 
remains a mystery. 

Ardlamont House, the scene of the tragedy, 
is owned by Maj. Lamont, who lets it during 
the shooting season. Shortly before the date 
of Hambrough’s death it had been taken by 
Monson, who was residing there with Ham- 
brough and his guests. 
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A BOATING INCIDENT. 
Before proceeding to the details of the mur- 
der it willl be as well to relate the story ofa 
boating accident which occurred at Ardla- 
mont on Aug. 9, the day before Hambrough’s 
death. This so-called accident was not 
taken much notice of at the time of 
the tragedy, but in the light of subsequent 
events it was regarded as of great import- 
ance and it is said that it will form part of 
the most damning evidence at the trial. In 
the afternoon in question while Hambrough, 
Monson ana Scott went fishing in the bay in a 
small boat belonging to the estate the boat 
suddenly began to fill with water. Ham- 
Drough, who was rowing, seeing the 
Doat filling, pulled with all speed tow- 
rds the shore, but before reaching land 
he craft capsized, throwing the three men 
into the water. Hambrough, who could not 
swim, got upon a rock, but Monson 
struck out forthe shore. He then got an- 
other boat and transferred Hambrough to it. 
Instead of returning, the pair again rowed 
into the bay, and curiously enough, the sec- 
ona boat sank in shallow water, and the two 
meh had to wade ashore. 
THE KILLING EFFECTED. 


On the following morning, Aug. 10, at 
about 7 o’clock, Monson, Hambrough and 
**Scott’’ started on the shooting expedition 
which proved so fatal tothe young lieu - 
tenant. 

It is conjectured that the men struck out 
in different directions and got toa part of 
the wood which is thick with undergrowth. 
Whatever happened at the time the fatal 
shot was fired can only be known to Monson, 
and Scott.“ Monson’s statement is that, 
hearing a shot, be shouted out to Ham- 
brough.

When the Republicans came out victorious 
in the school board election the other day the 
American Protective Association, which had 
deen in the prophesying business all along, 
took off its coat and went to prophesying 
bolder than ever. 

We won this election,’’ its mombers said, 


and we mean to have something to say in 


the appointment of teachers. It won’t be 
any time at all before every Catholic teacher 
now holding a position will be replaced by a 
Protestant. 

Yesterday when the rumor gained cur- 
rency that the A. P. A. members of the board 
had hired a lot of census takersto visit the 
various schools and obtain the names and 
religious beliefs of every teacher in them, 
the threats of the day after the election 
seemed about to be realized. 

It was learned that a man giving his name 
as Josiah Fogg had asked Walter H. Wilcox, 
Principal of Marquette School, for a list of 
the character mentioned, stating that he 
wished the information for the School Board, 
and that he was sent by the A. P. A. A Posrt- 
DISPATCH reporter at once sought Principal 
Wilcox. 

WILCOX’ ACCOUNT OF THE INTERVIEW. 

1 don’t Know how you found this out, 
Mr. Wilcox said, dut itis true in part. The 
gentieman said that not only he was sent by 
the A. P. A., but by the School Board. He 
left word at my home with my sister. She 
did not think totell me until about thirty- 
six hours later. Mr. Fogg gave instructions 
for me to, send him the information sought. 

Mr. Wiltox was asked if he had complied 
with these instructions, and laughingly re- 
plied that he had not, and what was more, 
did not propose to. 

Have you any reason to believe that Mr. 
Fogg really did represent the School Board?’’ 
Mr. Wilcox was asked. 

None whatever,“ was dis reply. 
Whether a teacher is a Protestant or Cath- 
olic figures not at all with, me in my estimate 
of their desirable qualities. What I am after 


is good teachers. 
their work and who make their work felt 
among the children. I have had as many 
Catholic teachers promoted under me as 
Protestants. My experience is that Catholics 


are just as good teachers as Protes- 
tants. I never bother my head whether 
a woman is a Catholic or not. I believe a 
teacher's religious ideas and opinions are 
with her, asthey are witheverybody else, 
mere matters between her conscience and 
her God.“ 

But you would report a teacher’s relig- 
ious tendencies if called on by a member of 
the School Board?“ 

„don't know which of my teachers are 
Catholics and which are Protestants, except 
Ihave learned it accidentally. I don’t pre- 
tend to investigate. I would not give infor- 
mation on these matters to a Protestant or 
toa Catholic. Itisinformation that 1 think 
does not belong to me officially toimpart. 1 
am notin sympathy withany movement that 
interferes with the dictates of the indi- 
vidual’s conscience. 

Marquette is the new Twenty- eighth 
Ward school. It is in the midst 
of the fashionable West End. Mr. 
Wilcox, himself, is not a Catholic. He 
has eleven teachers under him in tne reg- 
ular grades and seven in the Kindergarten, 
over which Miss Emma E. Patterson is di- 
rector. 

From the Marquette School the reporter 
wenttothe High Schoolon Grand avenue. 
Here there are sixty-five teachers, besides F. 
Louis Soldan, the principal, who gets $i5a 
day, and Wm. J. 8. Bryan, the vice-prin- 
cipal, who gets $12, as does Wm. F. Sanford, 
assistant principal. There are halfa dozen 
teachers at 810 a day, and from that they 
rule gradually down to 84. Here ought to be 
a fruitful field for changes if they are to 


come. 

„Well, well,“ said Vice-Principal Wm. J. 
8. Bryan. I don’t think anybody has asked 
for a list of our teachers with their religious 
sentiments indicated. A thing like that 
would most certainly ‘have come to my ears 
had it occurred. 

s* Would such a list have been supplied?“ 

„Most assuredly not. Religion isa matter 
of private conscience. Neither we nor the 
School Board have aay right to question a 
teacher. on his or her religious 
convictions. The teacher. must 
how to teach. That's the whole 
sum ofthe teacher’s requirements. Of the 
religious inclinations of a few teachers here 
whom I now personally I might speak 
though I would not, But it 1 would I could 
not tell you the sentiments of one-half, not 
of one-third. I shouid not consider it my 
auty to give the School Board information of 
this character even it were aske1.’’ 

Crow School at Bell and Channing avenues 
isa large school.

THE CAMPBELL CASE. 


Some Ugly Charges Being Made on Both 
Sides. 


There is really an appetizing menu pro- 
vided by the Campbell casein Circuit Court- 
room No. 5. A ‘‘Peeping Tom’’ is promised 
by one side andthe forcible detention of a 
witness by hie father, who is alleged to have 
locked him in his room, by the other. There 
are hints of skirt-dancing and these are also 
hints of bribery.

His Tenant Forced to Move Because He 
Could Not Sell Obert’s Beer, and No 
one Allowed to Take His Place Who 
Would Not—Secretary Stock Discusses 
the Feouliar Situation. 


Lead pipe, cast iron and nickel-plated 
„einen“ trusts have been formed all over 
the country, but it has been left to the brew- 
ers of St. Louis to form an ‘‘air-tight,’’ 
which defies comparison. The latest trust in 
brewing circies has been brought about by 
the boycott of Obert’s beer, and includes 
every brewer in St. Louis. Heretofore, it a 
man paid his bills he could buy beer from 
whatever brewery he so desired. Nowa 
saloon-keeper buys beer from whatever 
brewery he is told to buy it from, or he buys 
none at all. If a man is desirous of starting 
a saloon and after looking around selects a 
corner, gets a petition and pays his rent he 
naturally believes that when he appliestoa 
brewery to send him beer they will only be 
glad to do so. But it does not work 
that way. The man is quietly 
told by whatever brewer he goes to 
that the man who had the corner before 
him handled ‘‘soand so’s’’ beer, and if he 
wants toopenasaloon upon that corner he 
will have to handle the same. The man may 
have leased the place and put in a couple of 
thousand dollars worth of fixtures, Dut that 
makes no difference. He can keep the beer 
they Want him to keep, or he can run a soda 
fountain, but he can not keep the beer he 
wants to. This rule is deviated from upon 
one condition only, and thatis if the brewer 
who formerly delivered beer at the corner 
will sign a release inthe shape of a state- 
ment to the effect that the man may sell 
other beer then he can get what he wants. 
It tuts beer does not suit him, he cannot 
change and keep another beer unless his 
brewer consentsto change. The brewers 
have agreed not to increase their trade at 
the expense of one another and the man 
selling beer is wholly at their mercy. The 
owner of the property upon which 
there is a vacant saloon is 
also at their mercy. Hils cor- 
ner, from a business standpoint, may 
be one of the best inthe city, but he will be 
unable to rent it unless he can find atenant 
who ts satisfied to take the same beer as the 
man who occupied it before. 
A CASE IN POINT. 

Several cases of this kind have cropped out 
in the past few weeks. One which looks as 
though the landlord in the case would enter 
suit against Obert is just now the talk of the 


orth end of the city. About two months, 


Fad there was a prosperous saloon on 
the northeast corner of Fifteenth and 


Clinton streets. The saloonkeeper was 


selling Obert’s beer. The trade was chiefly 
among union men, and when Obert was bo- 
cotted the patrons ofthe place refused to 
drink there. The proprietor was unable to 
make expenses and tried to.get stifel’s beer. 
Obert refused to allow him to sell any other 
beer, and about three weeks ago he rented a 
place a few blocks away and is now sellmg 
Columbia beer. The man wanted Stifel’s 
beer, but owing to the fact that Columbia 
beer had been sold in the place before, he 
was forced totake Columbia beer or quit the 
business. 

Immediately after the place was vacated a 
man desired to rent it, but refused. He could 
keep nothing but Obert beer, and reasoning 
that if a man witb an established trade had 
been forced to aive up the corner because he 
could not sell Obert’s beer there was no use 
of his trying to make it go. Two other par- 
ties attempted to rent the place, which is 
@ grocery and saloon combined, but un- 
able to get any beer dut Obert’s 
decided not to open. The owner of the 
saloon, Mr. Frank Teipel, residing at 1625 
North Nineteenth street,isa wealthy Ger- 
man. MY. Teipel has, owing to the combi- 
nation of brewers, lost one month’srent, 
and will perhaps lose more. ike naturally 
feels that he has been tojured, as his corner 
rents for $45, and the combination bas not 
only driven bistenant away, but has pre- 
vented him from securing another. 

When seen about the combination Mr. 
Teipel said: ‘‘I always thought America was 
a free country, but it begins to look as though 
it was not. had a good tenant 
in my place. When obert's beer was boy- 
cotted his trade dropped off and he wanted 
to keep Stifef’s beer, but he couldn't get it. 
His trade kept dropping off and he moved. 
He wentintoacorner up the street which 
was not as good a stand, the competition be- 
ingsostrong. lie couldn't get Stifel's beer 
and had to get Columbia. I knew he couldn’t 
getany beer but Obert’s, but I thought that 
surely the next man could keep what he 
pleased. I did not suppose Mr. Obert 
or any body else owned the city, but it seems 
they do. Three men have tried to rent my 
saloon and agreed to rent it, but on account 
of being unable to keep what they wanted 
have not doneso. After a piece of property 
is idle for six months people say it is no good. 
lam paying taxes upon property which is 
made valueless by this combination. Where 
is my redress? A suit in the courts for 
damages, long litigation with men combined 
against me who are worth a 
thousand times more than I am. 
I have now another man who desires to 
rent the corner. For two days he has tried 
to get some brewery which is not in the com- 
bine to sell him beer, but he cannot. He will 
try to-day again, and if somebody doesn’t 
sell him beer, or Mr. Obert does not release 
the right to my property I shall see if there 
isany law in this country which permits a 
setofmen to combine and deliberately set 
about to injure another and deprive him of 
his income as these men are doing with me. 
I men can do this, all clothing stores can 
combine and say: ou bought your last 
suit ofclothes from me; now you must al- 
Ways buy your clothes from me.

Manuel Blackington, colored, a marine 
fireman, was arraigned in the First District 
Police Court to-day on a serious 
charge, the complainant being Mrs.

A Prophetic Will. 

A certified copy of the will of William P. 
McNally who was killed on the Iron Moun- 
tain road by train robbers was filed in the 
Probate Court to-day. Theoriginal was ad- 
mitted to probate at Little Rock, Ark. In 
view of the manner in which McNally died 
his will reads somewhat like a prophecy. It 
is very short and is as follows: 

In the name of God. Amen. I, William Platt

ROADWAYS,.CUT OUT OF SOLID ROCK ON 
} - MOUNTAIN SIDES. 


The Drammens Vei of Bergen, the Rock 
Boai of Fj:rkaker and the Famous Zig - 
wag Descent of Stalhsimsliad—Norwa- 
gian Ponies and Carrioles. /

Lonpox, Nov. 20.—Travel in Norway has 
some unusual and many exceedingly inter- 
esting phases. It wasa surprising thing to 
learn that more than 100,000 tourists now 
visit this northern land every summer. The 
country possesses comparatively few miles of 
railway. Consequently all routes of travel are 
practically by highways and _  water- 
Ways. More than a quarter of a century 
since it was seen that tourists and particu- 
larly Kuropean tourists, in search of scenic 
marvels, were tiring of Switzerland; were 
turning the faces towards their midnight sun; 
and were even penetrating to the most re- 
mote flelds and glacier-flelds. Norway imme- 
diately set about making travel within her 
rugged boundaries not only possible to all by 
extensive road-building, but systematic and 
reliable as between all carriers and landlords 
and the tourist public. 

This roaa building, Involving enormous ex- 
pense and many splendid feats of engineer- 
ing, has had much the same effect upon the 
people of Norway as in Austrian Galicta. Not 
sO many years ago Austria built nearly 2,000 
miles of stone highway up and down and 
from end toend of Galacia, or Austria Po- 
land. Previous to that time, materially, 
a no more wretched, God-forsaken land 


existed on the face of the earth. In 
lees than ten years’ time these roads did 


more for the 6,000,000 people of Austrian 
Poland in material and social advancement 
than all the churches, all the books, all the 
newspapers, all the Dattles, all the raliways 
anq all the governments had ever accom- 
plished for them from the days of Mieczyslaw 
and Boleslas tothe day these roads were done. 

The Isolation ofthe Norwegian peasantry 
was never so universalas that of the Aus- 
trio-Turkish peasantry. They have ever haa 
their many and mighty flords, while a semi. 
sea-faring life always provided diversified 
resources and the beneficial friction of 
change. And yet until this road- building 


on a mighty scale was begun, it often 
happened that the peasant folk of one ham- 
let, or valley district, were as remote from 
those of another dal not ten miles distant, 
where totally different resources were relied 
upon and whelly different traditions and 
customs were in vogue, as though the Tetras 
or Atlas Mountains stood between. 

This later almogr universal means of inter- 
communication over these grand stone 
roads, and the roads combined with the 
flords, has made Norwegian folk more homo- 
genous; developed the scanty resources of 
this stern north land; and more than ali else 
intensified the traditional longings of these 
fine and sturdy folk, for complete national 
liberty and independence. Combined with 
the surpassing scenery and interesting 
peasant life, it also brings millions of dollars 
to Norway each year, distributed in city, 
hamlet, station, and even in lonely 
mountain saeter by a vast horde of tourists, 
whose methods of travel over mountain, 
through valley and over ford are alone a 
most interesting subject of study. 

the grand Norwegian roads, while they are 
more humerous and expensively built in pro- 
portion to population, than those of any 
other Kuropean country, have not that pe- 
cullar sentimental interest attaching to the 
} highways of many other European regions, 

an to be found in all the Latin 
countries. They possess no roadside 
shrines; nor are lowly pilgrim bands ever 
seen uponthem. The pilgrimages here are 
all to nature’s mighty shrines. Three ex- 
amples will indicate thelr stupendous char- 
acter and added impressiveness from wind- 
ing along, or within some of the most beau- 
tiful and majestic scenery ali Europe affords. 

The Drammens Vel (or Drams Way, be- 
cause built from the revenues from liquor 
licenses), of Bergen, is one of the finest road- 
waysinthe world. It is cut out of the sides 
of the mighly Ficifjeld rising above the 
city. Five tremendous bends are required to 
reach the summit. For its entire distance, 
where not blasted from the solid rock, the 
bed consists first of heavy bowlders, then 
huge slabs of granite, and finally a thick cov- 
ering of cement and gravel. The escarped 
sides are of solid masonry, often twenty, 
thirty and fifty feet high along their facades, 
to secure sufficient roadbed above; and the 
outer edges of nearly the entire Vei are pro- 
tected by huge pointed rocks set upright at 
regular intervals. The outlook from any of 
its bends, comprising the red-roofed city, the 
frozen heights to the north. the bay, the 
seaward countless islands and, the thunder- 
ous ocean beyond, is not surpassed in Europe 

Near Bjerkager, in the Trondhjem district, 
is another wonderful N For its en- 
tire length of several miles it has been blast - 
ed from solid rock. The necessary dislodge- 
ments were often so great as to give the ap- 

earance ofsome mighty convulsion of na- 
ure. Thesteep mountain slope rises thou- 
sands of feet above you to the one side, 
while below you, at the other, is a tre- 
mendous gorge nearly 1,000 feet in depth, 
with a wild torrent raving and howling 
on its way tothe distant ford. At the outer 
bends of the road overlooking the gorge and 
torrent, the scenery is indescribably somber 
and grand. Huge upright masses of rock are 
set in masonary along the outer edge. And 
itis along such gruesome ways as these that 
the little Norwegian ponies clatter at break- 
neck speed, as you breathlessly cling to your 
rickety carriole. 

Descending from the upland ride, from 
Vossevangen, through the famous Nœrodal 
to Gudvangen, the last few milesof your 

ourney will bring you toa still greater com- 
ined marvel of road building and magnifi- 
cent scenery. The head of the valley is 
walled by mountain masses about 2,000 feet 
high. From this altitude mountain tops of 
5.600 and 6,000 feet high are reached 
by gentler slopes. The great cliff or klev, 
called here the S&Stalheim, is _ the 
head of the chasm or valley gorge which 
finally opens out upon Gudvangen and the 
Nerofjora, the famous somber branch of the 
Sogne. The lower level of this chasm is 
reached by a splendid feat of engineering. 
The road ts carrieden echele down the face 
of the cliff from a height of 1,500 feet in twen- 
ty -six zig-zag angles of wide and easy sweep 
at the angles ofreturn. As each corner of 
this road is rounded there is alternate view 
not only of this grand defile and snow-capped 
mountains behind and above, but of those 
famous waterfalls, the Stalheimfos and the 
Sivlefos, the former falling without a break 
for over 1,000 feet, and the latter fora tum- 
bie of nearly the same distance. When you 
have reached the bottom of the Stalhetm 
gorge, an enormous cone of gray felspar, the 
phantom-like Jordalsnyt, lifts its cowled 
bead 4,000 feet into the cloud-mists above. 

The universal mode of travel along these 
Norwegian roads is by carriole. In all my 
own excursions on foot into the interior dis- 
tricts I never saw tourist or native walking 
upon the highways, as you see them in En- 
gland or Switzerland. The only exception 
was where groups of peasants were making 
thelr way from one gerard or farm-house, or 
eld or saeter, to another. ‘Travelers never 
walk, and the bonder or farmer, and nearly 
all the peasant folk do most of their neces- 
sary travel in the carriole or stoll- cart. Both 
are Norwegian institutions distinctively. 
The carriole is something like a combination 
ofthe American ‘‘suiky’’ and the English 
trap—perhaps more like a ‘‘one- horse shay.’’ 
It is two-wheeled, low, and its long shafts 
terminating just back of the axle, form 
springs for the seat which is in front of the 
axle. The seat is low; you are compelled 
to straighten out your legs, as though you 
were sitting on the floor:and your feet thus

ances, 

Whether the universal mad rush of tour- 
ists from place to place in Norway has in- 
fluenced certain governmental regulations, 
or whether the latter have brought about 
the half-crazy dispatch indulged in by trav- 
elers, lam unabletosay. They both exist, 
and both are interesting as a spectacie and a 
study. There are few places in Norway 
where strangers rest and social pleasures 
are enjoyed asat the American Newport and 
Bar Harbor, at Torquay, Bideford, Buxton 
and Malvern, in England, and at Rothesay 
and Strathpeffer, in Scotland. Along the 
splendid fords area few sunny spots with 
villas and charming inns; but outside the 
cities and the few delightful halting- places 
beside the flords there are really no inns 
in Norway. Among all her thousands of 
miles of noble roads are not a score of really 
comfortable hostelries. Instead of these 
are what are known as Stations.“ They 
are found throughout Norway at distance of 
sixtotenor twelve miles apart; and their 
charges for posting by carriole, and for some 
portions of actnal food and lodging, are reg- 
ulated by government authority, 

These stations of ‘‘skydstations’’ as they 
are called ih Norway, are subsidized by the 
State and are under strictest government 
control. There are two classes, ‘‘fast sta- 
tions,’’ where a stated numberof carrioles, 
stoll-carts and ponies are required to be kept 
by the master, and the ‘‘tilsigelse’’ or *‘siow 
stations’’ which are not compelled to fnr- 
nish any more conveyances or ponies 
than can be conveniently kept or pro- 
cured from neighboring farms. The 
slow stations are also known as 
**forbud’’ stations; because the tourist is 
able to de detained for hours, and perhaps 
days, at these, unless he sends a forbud, 
literally a ‘‘foregoer’’ or messenger, on in 
advance to bespeak his requirements. This 
**forbud’’ is the Norwegian courier, but is 
a far less imposing and costly one than he 
who provides the chief bane and expense of 
travel in Switzerlandandthe Latin coun- 
tries. The ‘‘forbud’’ may be a gentile old 
man, a lively lad or a robust barefooted 
lass; and in any case the insignificant fixed 
fee and the trifling gratuity you may add, 
are recelved with much profusion of bowing, 
hand-shakingand ‘‘Mange tak!“ (many 
thanks!) that use of the ‘‘forbud’’ invaria- 
biy proves a convenience and pleasure. 

All of these posting stations have what is 
called a daybook (dagbog) always lying upon 
the common-room table. On its first page is 
the actual contract made between the gov- 
ernmentand the station- master. It shows 
how many beds the station shall be provided 
with, the tariff for the same, the number and 
character of vehicles and the number of 
horses to be in use, ifa fast station, as well 
as the exact charge for prescribed mode of 
conveyance tothe next station, each way. 
As the average official rate for posting does 
not exceed 8 cents r= English mile, the 
tourist can himself ascertain the exact 
expenses from one station to another. 
You are also protected against im- 
4 in the tendency of land- 
ords to detain and retain their guests for 
The handy day-book stands sentinel 
against this. Each traveler, or representa- 
tive ofa party, before leaving a station, 
must write his name in the day-book and 
state the exact number of conveyances en- 
gaged, so that any one following after may 
know if the absent Vehicles fill the re- 
quired quota. . aa 

It is creditable to these. sturdy Norwegian 
folk that when a party arrives ata ‘‘fast’’ 
station only to nd that there is nota suffici- 
ent number of conveyances, though the 
legally required number isin use, that good 
breeding rather than bullying and bribes 
will universally secure some sortof relief 
from your dilemma. A Norwegian station- 
master is very seldoma truckling landlord. 
He is almost always a bonder, that is, 
a proprietor of large lands about 
the station, and a farmer on a 
respectable scale, who has been required by 
the Government to provide postingand en- 
tertainment facilities. Inseveral instances 
coming under my observation he is the 
schoolmaster, and I know of two who are 
clergymen. These men all have a certain 
pride in their individual possessions, their 
position orcharacter. Recognize this, and 
you will lead a charmed life upon the roads 
of Norway. Gracious behavior will bring a 
score of ponies from the hills. and stoll-carts 
from tbe outlying farms, if you require 
them, but if you intend being a boor or a cad 
among these quiet, proud-spirited people, 
you should bring along your own conveyance 
and supplies. They will not wrangle with 
you. They will simply let you so much alone 
that you might better be Cast upon a 
desert island. 

The station daybook has other important 
and interesting uses. You are privileged by 
law to set down in black and white, before 
the station master’s eyes, any complaint 
you may feelityour duty to record. These 
data are alsoretroactive. Ifthe preceding 
station master has given cs a reckless post - 
boy or a dangerously weak carriole, or has 
overcharged, you have sure means of re- 
prisal through the day book. At stated per- 
iods the Lensmand,a circuit-riding official, 
visits each station. This semi«magistrate 18 
the avenger of wronged travelers. If their 
complaints are well-founded the offenders 
never escape punishment; and I 
know of no other country where such 
unfailing protection to strangers is 
given. Intermingied with complaints, 
praises and posting data, are very curious 
travelers’ written memorials of comparison, 
of fanfaronade, of wit, of pathos, of ill- 
spirited talnot and stain from that class which 
sours and beclouds all place and companion- 
ship. And one sentence 1 saw at a mountain 
station inthe Halingdal district which read, 
must record in this daybook that Nor- 
way would be altogether sublime, were my 
little absent darlings with me!’’ told more 
than all the rest—that one cannot get in so 
remote a place On this round, huge globe, 
thats there are not still 1 clear and 
bright and sure those slender but mighty 
strands of human love which hola all the 
world together.

Judge Norton, who gave the opinion in the 
case, said: 

It is clear, we think, from these statutory 
provisions, that as to the eligbility of persons to the 
office of Justice of the Peace, the districts in the 
city of Louis bear the same relatien 
to the city that municipal tewnships 
do to the various counties, and these terms in 
Secs. 2,806 and 3,065 seem to be used as convertible 
and equivalent. Ender this view a person, to be 
eligibie to the office of Justice of the Peace itha die- 
trict in the city of St. Louls. among other qua afles- 
tions mentioned in sec. 2,805, must have been an 
inhabitant of such district six months next before 
his eleetion or appointment. 

Mr. Emile A. Becker, who was one of the 
applicants for the place, discovered this 
morning that he was ineligible, and to make 
sure consulted City Counselor Marshall. He 
informed the Mayor, who was surprised to 
learn tbat this was the law. When asked 
what he would do about it Mayor Walbridge 
said: It there is any doubt on the subject 
I shall of course give the preference in mak 
ing the appointment to a resident of the dis- 
trict.’’ .

Courts ‘‘holdover’’ is, it would be necessary 
to visit that place on some busy“ night. 
Imagine a basement chamber 75x45 feet, con- 
taining often as many as 250 people, and 
with no ventilation except a row of very 
small windows on the north, near the coll - 
ing, which is 9 feet high, and one grated 
door on the west. It is bo unusual 
thing for 260 people of poth sere and 
all conditions of depraved humanity 
to de incarcerated inthe holdover at one 
time. Sunday night 16 most crowded 
time, usually. There being no police court 
on Sunday the two days’ arrests are then 
confined in the boldever. On Saturday and 
Sunday nights more arrests aré made, owing 
to the fact that the dissolute portion of the 
working class spend Saturday night and sun - 
day in getting drank. 

HOLDOVER SKETCHES. 

The following sketches taken from actual 
observation will give an idea of conditions in 
the holdover: The time 16 11 p. m. on Satur- 
day night. In a cell near the door lies a man 
whose dress indicates that he is a laborer. 
The remnant of his week’s salary is in an en- 
velope in the Captain’s office. Bad whisky 
has robbed his limbs of the power of locomo- 
tion, dut his tongue is in good condition, 
save fora certain thickness of speech. He 
imagines he is at home quarreling 
with his wife. Curses, blasphemy, 
and names most vile escape his lips, until 
the potationg he has taken overcome his 
senses and sleep stills his tongue. Inthe 
next cell are a lot of young hoodlums who 
started out to make a night of it, but were 
ran in for fighting. aa are about half 
drunk and spend the time in singing obscene 
songs and passing rude jests if a tone loud 
enough to reach the women’s cages at the 
other end of the holdover. Again, a voice 
calls through one of the small windows 
which open on Clark avenue: 

ed again, Jack?’’ 
replies Jack, with an oath, and 
Tell My woman to bring me sonie- 
thing that I can eat, or I' beat her face into 
a beefsteak when I get ont.’’ 

Just then the little bell at the jail door 
rings, giving noticeof a fresh arrival. As 
the turnkey opens the door two officers 4 
pear holdingupa drunken woman. She is 
half carried and half dragged to a cell, where 
she indulges in language more vulgar and 
disgusting even than thatof her male com- 
panions in the other ce 

The first lessons on th which leads to 
the Drothel are not in ntly traceable to 
the incarceration in the holdover of some 
innocent girl. As there is no other place in 
which to keep this class of females who fall 
into the hands of the police, the hardship of 
the situation and need of reform is manifest. 
Matron Harris can keep girls in her apart- 
ments who are Willing to stay, but those who 
are restrained against their will have to be 
locked up in the holdover. 

BREAD AND BOLOGNAS, 

The holdgver prisoners are fed twice a day, 
at7o’clock inthe morning and 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon. The food consists of bread 
and bologna sausage. Both are of a very good 
quality. The breadand sausage arecut in 
slices and carried around tothe cells by an 
attendant. The prisopérs taks the food in 
their hands and eat from their fingers. 
Many and varied are the ex- 
pressions with which the food is 
received, The hungry tramp bs 
the bread and sausage and devours it witha 
relish. The well fed hoodlum takes it with a 
curse and abuses the man who serves it, and 
the whole municipal government, while he 
eats. Water is the only drink given the 
prisoners, a pail veing paces Outside each 
cell, with a cup beside it. There isa hole 
in the side of the cell Ehrough which the 
prisoners reach out and take the water. A 
wide benchon either side, expanding the 
length of the cell, is the only accommodation 
for sleeping. |

The dress of the hunter is minutely de- 
scribed. It is faithfully reproduced in the 
statue of Leather Stocking crowning the 
monument to Cooper in Lakeside Cemetery. 
Ishalimakeno attempt to enumerate the 
prominent scenes and haunts that figure in 
the novelot The Pioneers except for the 

urpose of recalling one or two remin- 
scences outside of that veritabie history. 
On the eastern shore of the lake is a grand 
lookout called the ‘‘Vision,’’ which was the 
scene of LeatherStocking’s brave rescue of 
Kllzabeth Temple rom the jaws 
of a panther and on the side 
of the Oliff! is Leather Stocking’s cave. 
This is not much of a cave; a mere opening 
in the rocks, such as might afford shelter to 
afisherman against a storm of wind and 
rain. But such as it is, it afforded a refuge 
to Elizabeth Temple from the forest fires. 
Now, after the publication ot The Pioneers 
in 1828, this principal heroine of the novel 
was generally believed to be the sister of 
Mr. * wet iss Anna Cooper, who meta 
tragic death long years before. The su 
2 was quite prevalent in the author's 
ime, so that in a pathetic note he took oc- 
casion to positively deny it, and repudiated 
the idea that an affectionate sister who 
acted the part of a second mother to him in 
his childhood should be made the heroine of 
fiction. At a much later period of his life 
Mr. Cooper wrote The Chronicles of Coop- 
erstown,’’ which'was recently published by 
Mr. Shaw,in which a sketch of Miss Anna 
Cooper is given. 

The sad fate of this young faay was long 
held in sympathetic memory, and I have a 
hundred times passed by her monument on 
the roadside, erected on the spot, near us, 
where she was instantly killed by a fall from 
ahorse. Thecatastrophe happened in the 
month of September, 1800, when she was 23 
years ofage. According to traditionary ac- 
counts long prevalent in our neighborhood, 
Miss Anna per and her aManced, from 
New York, were riding on horseback from 
Cooperstown to visit the family of Gen. Jacob 
Morris, residing inan elegant villa near the 
little village of Louisville. 
latter place the young lady was granted an 
exchange of the horse on which she was 
riding for that ridden by her companion, 
which was a high-spirited steed, 
While thus prancing 
glee, they had 
mile from the village when a dog 
sprang from a house, causing the horse on 
which she was riding to jump suddenly from 
fright and she was thrown to the ground, 
— * headforemost and breaking her 
neck. The monument to her memory was 
erected onthe spot by her father, Judge 
Cooper, who placed inscriptions on each of 
the four sides. Anna Cooper lies buried in 
the beautiful cemetery attached to Christ's 
Church in Cooperstown and ona siab cover- 
ing the grave isan inscription composed by 
her father which, singularly enough, omits 
any mention of her name. 

Judge Cooper himself wasacharacter. He 
was thefirst Judgeof the county, its first 
member of Congress, exerciseda large con- 
trol in affairs, and at one time was subjected 
toatrialat Albany forsome cause now for- 
gotten or seldom referred to. In the early 
pioneer days he was an athlete, and ata 
wrestling matchof the villagers a strop 
man named Timothy Morse stepped pe 
laying his hands onthe Judge’s sh , 
said: ‘‘Cooper, I believe I can lay 5 v.r0n 
your back.“ Cooperreplied: ‘‘If you can lI 
will give you one hundred acres.’’ A ring 
was formed and the — was finally thrown 
by Morse. Hethen madeout the necessary 
papers for one hundred acres of land. Asan 
instance of his indomitable energy I can here 
relate a fact not recorded in popular history, 
and but once slightly referred to by his son, 
the novelist. In 1803, after Judge 
Cooper had built his exten - 
sive manor near Cooperstown, ne 
purchased a township in the northern wil- 
derness, known as De Kalb, near the St. Law- 
rence river inthe present County of St. Law- 
rence. Withacompany of thirty-four per- 
sons. they started in wagous hauled by oxen, 
and traveling over execrabie roads through 
the wilderness, they arrived at their loca- 
tion, where they began clearing, jestablisnhed 
a store and the next year dug a canal and 
erecteda gristmill. Judge per died in 
Albany in 1809, while his son, the author, was 
absent in the navy. 

The same year that thefather was grubbing 
stumps in De Kalb township the son was in 
the City of London then on his first visit, a 
young sailor lad, 13 years of age. 

Among the sotable characters of The 
Pioneers’’ was a Mr. Ebbal, a lively, polite 
French exile, whom I knew in his old age. 
This gentleman figures rather ludicrously in 
some reminiscences told by Mr. Cooper in 
his Ohronicles. At an early day, Judge 
Cooper assembled at his mansion some n 
companions to enjoy the festivities of the 
holidays. On one of these occasions, upon a 
cold winter’s night, a sleigh was sent out 
across the lake on the ice and brought in Mr. 
Ebbal, against his expostulations, not giv- 
ing him time even to properly dress. He 
wore a long surtout, buttoned tothe throat 
and when warmed by the blaszing fire and 
heavy potations of madeira, be incautiously 
unbuttoned his coat, when his delighted 
companions discovered that he had come 
abrcad without a shirt. He was encased on 
the spotina starched linen ——. sup- 

lied with a ruffled bosom and wristbands. 

Dbal was very happy for the rest of the 
night. More so than when on another occa- 
sion he was chased by a bear. He had been 
told that the most certain mode of escape 
was to throw away his hat or his coat to in- 
duce the animal to stop and smell at it. and 
then to climba sapling that was too small 
for the bear to fasten his claws in it. He did 
as advised by his Yankee. friends. He 
scrambled up the sapling first, and began to 
throw away his clothes afterwards. The 
bear, a female with cubs, tore to pieces hat 
and garments without quitting the spot, 
keeping the poor Frenchman treed through- 
out a cold night. 

Towards close of his life Mr. Ebbal 
lived a neighbor to us in a small house on the 
banks of the Unadilla, nearly opposite to 
South New Berlin, in the town of Butter- 
nuts. 

He was a character of curious interest in 
that section and bore the reputation of a 
philosopher and as having been one the 
writers of the French Encycio la before 
his emigration from France. fa 
left Paris ata later period, was

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

It is much to be feared that the Presi- 
dent’s amiable predilection tor civil 
service reform is ‘‘worked’’ by politicians 
for political and business purposes. 

Little fault will be found by the masses 
of the people if he ignores the clamor of 
mere spoils-mongers and refuses to treat 
the offices as so much plunder. Offices 
which are minor importance 
or of a purely business charac- 
ter should under a sensible system 
of patronage be withdrawn altogether 
from politics and appointments made only 
according to what ex-President Harrison 
once described as the ‘‘discriminating test 
of fitness. But justice demands that 
such offices should not be allowed to re- 
main in the hands of partisans of one 
color. Thetwo parties should have an 
equal share of them. It is not sensible or 
reasonable to permit Republicans to keep 
out or crowd out representatives of the 
Democratic party, especially when the 
Democrats outnumber the Republicans by 
a considerable plurality. 

Moreover, it is pretty well understood 
that there is considerable offensive parti- 
sanship among Federal officeholders who 
have held over from the Harrison Admin- 
istration. The President has treated this 
with much leniency, but it is charged that 
he is very severe upon Democrats guilty of 
the same sin in the opposite direction. He 
seems to be so fearful of being unjust to 
the Republicans, so anxious to show that 
he is perfectly impartial, that he errs in 
the other direction andd oes positive in- 
justice to his own party followers. 

This disposition is esnecially manifest in 
the legal department of the Government. 
District attorneys and marshals are usu- 
ally much more than mere business execu- 
tives. They arein a way political agents 
of the Administration, charged with the 
duty of carrying out, each in his own 
province, the policy of the party. Jeffer- 
son himself inclined to think that these 
officers should be ‘selected from among 
those only who were in complete sym- 
pathy with the Administration and eager 
partisans (in the best sense) of the dom- 
inant party. 

And yet not a single change has yet been 
made in these offices. Prosecutions which 
the party is pledged to undertake are neg- 
lected, and the chief study of the depart- 
ment seems to be how not to do it.“ 
These prosecutions involve the relations of 
the Government to certain great moneyed 
corporations which have always exercised 
a baneful influence in public affairs, and 
people are beginning to wonder if they are 
not as active and potent under Olney 
as they were under Miller and his prede- 
cessors,

PRIVILEGES AMM’ PERSONAL EARNINGS. 
By a strange perversion of logic some 


organs have reached the conclusion that 


the income tax is a tax upon personal 
earnings more burdensome than that im- 
posed by the protective tariff. 

A tariff tax goes into the price of the 
commodity imported, andthe consumer 
pays it together with a profit tothe im- 
porter forthe advances he made at the 
custom-house. But this is only the 
smallest part of the burden. The greatest 
part of the cost of protection is due to the 
monopoly given to manufacturers, who 
mark up their prices according to 
the degree of protection they enjoy. 
Probably<not less than $500,000,000 annu- 
ally goes into the pockets of these monop- 
olists by virtue of their privilege to tax. 
For every dollar of revenue Collected by 
the Government the beneficiaries of the 
tariff collect four or five. This is unearned 
profit. It is a levy upon the personal 
earnings of the people. It is licensed rob- 
bery. 

To a certain degree the income tax is 
also a tax on personal earnings. But he 
who pays it has the satisfaction of know- 
ing that it all goes to the Government and 
that it cannot be made aclub with which 
to extort still more of his earnings for the 
benefit of a favored few. 

But an income tax is ina slight degree 
only a tax upon personal earnings. Income 
comes from three sources, labor, capital 
and _ privilege. Comparatively few 
earn by their labor enough to 
bring them within the operation 
of the proposed law. Greater in 
number than these are the capitalists who 
are drawing incomes from actual invest- 
ments. Upon these the income tax will 
fallas a burden, but one which they can 
easily bear. They have no right to com- 
plain if they are made to pay in propor- 
tion to the benefit they derive from good 
government. But laborers and capital- 
ists will not together pay the most 
of the income tax. It will faz! 
chiefly upon the holders of privilege. 
The owner of watered stock in great 
corporations the dividends of which are 
unearned, the ownerof bonds in railway 
or gas companies and other concerns en- 
joying natural monopolies, which have 
been acguired through wrecking jobs and 
similar devices known to ‘‘financiers,’’ 
these and others of the same nature will be 
forced under this tax to return to the peo- 
plea portion of the income of a taxing 
privilege. Personal earnings and actual 
investments will not suffer under the in- 
come tax, for privileges will pay the most 
of it.

Grand Midway Walk in the Center How 
Morey Can Be Raised tor the New 
Court- House—City Officials Discussing 
the Best Way to Carry Out the Project. 


There is no factor more potent in: spread- 
ing the fame of @ city than its possession of a 
thoroughfare that is sensationally impres- 
sive. When onethinks of Paris, he thinks 
of the world famous boulevards, his 
mental picture of st. Petersburg is 
the Nevsky Prospect, Unter den Linden 
means Berlin and London for all its great- 
ness has nothing more attractive than 
Picadilly. The mention of these familiar 
names of broad avenues lined on either side 
with architecural masterpieces, streets 
that within a cOmparatively narrow com- 
pass represent an outlay of millions and 
embody the highest attainment in con- 
structive art. The existence of such a street 
is inseparable from the greatness of a city. 
The two are natural concomitants. 
From wien it is deducidle that 
as St. Louis is the Future 
Great she should contain somewhere 
within her limits the possibilities for a worid- 
famous thoroughfare. The Post-Dispatcn 
has long maintained the existence of such 
possibilities and urged their realization. 
Twelfth street, by fortuitous circumstances, 
bas been left, in an admirable location, of 
sufficient width and length that costly im- 
provements to property facing on it would 
not be æ waste either of money or artistic 


effect. 

The idea has been persistently set orth in 
these columns, and to-day a plan is present- 
ed that represents a diligent stugy of the | 
subject by a well-known firm of architects at 
the request of a number of Twelfth 
street property owners. The picture is 
not intended to represent an exact or 
settled plan, but to embody in suggestive 
form the general * of the proposed im-

THE NEWEST PLAN. 


The plan as outlined in the sketch is the re-

HE THREATENS TO SEIZE HER FURSI- 
TURE UNLESS SHE PAYS UP. 


The Poor Womin Has Already Paid Him 
Baek the Principal and $70.68 More 
in Interest Than the Law Allows Him 
‘to Collect—A Shemeful Oase of Ex: 
tortion.

Despite the scriptural injunction that we 
shall not des poll the widows and orphans it 
seems that in these latter days a widow's 
condition cannot be too destitute to excite 
the money shark’s avarice. The 
most shameless case yet reported 
of a money lender's nefarious 
extortion is that of — tenaae Mendel, a 
widow lady, now living in a rude attic at 2829 
Magnolia avenue. Mrs. Mendel formerly 
lived at 1931 Compton avenue, and for twenty 
years faithfully plied her needle in the 
service of the Haas & Co. Clothing Co. to 
make her own living and that of her son un- 
til he became old enough to work for himself, 
For years she was successful and had 
all the work she and a number 
of girls under her could do. Prosperity in an 
humble way smiledon her till she fell into 
the clutches of a money lender. 

MRS. MENDEL’S TROUBLES. 

In February, 1891, work got scarce, and 
hoping to tide over the dull times, at th@ad- 
vice of friends, she contracted a loanof a 
money lender, O. C. Voelcker,, giving hima 
chattel mortgage on her household goods. 
The original note was for $98.50, though she 
received only $93 cash, the rest be- 
ing retained as commission for con- 
tracting the loan. The terms of the loan 
were that she should pay $4.90 interest every 
month until the note was taken up. By dint 
of hard work and economical saving she was 
able, uutil within the last month, to meet 
the Interest, but never to save much toward 
paying off the original note. 

Last May she went to Mr. Voelcker to see if 
he wouldn’t let her pay off the principle on 
the installment plan dy increasing her 
monthly payments. Heagreed to consider 
the debt discharged, so she says,if she would 
take up her old note and assume insteada 
note of $120, to be paid in fifteen monthly in- 
stallments of $8 each. Times being good she 
was able to make these payments till the last 
one fell due on Nov. 15. 

About a month ago, from some change in 
the firm she had been working for, what had 
been her means of a livelihood for twenty 
years was suddenly cut off,and she was com- 
pelled to depend on her son’s menger salary 


of $30 a month forthe support of them both. 
She stored most of her furniture and they 
moved to the cheap iattic) where they now 
but even then was uns dle to meet the 
money lender’s notes, 

A young man, a lodger in the same bullding 
as Mrs. Mendel, happened on her crying a 

w days ago, haunted with the fear that her 

rniture, relies to her of better times, 
taken frum her. He came 
down to see what arrangements could 

made with Mr. Voelcker, but that 
gentiemen soon saw that the youn n’s 
education in caiculating interest not 
been neglected and refused to have an ing 
to say to him,‘*You’ve got nothing to do with 
this, send the woman herself down.’’ 

Mrs. Mendel went down the next day and 
Voelcker made her the magnanimous offer to 
let her off of $1.50 on each of the re- 
mainiog notes of $8, if she would 
pay the whole amount at once, 
though how she was expected to be able to 
pay $52 at once where she could not pay the 
reguiar monthly $8 is more than any one can 
see unless he bea money lender. Voelcker 
told herthat the mortgage would then be 
foreclosed and she went home sadly think 
ing of the necessity‘that would take her furni- 
ture away from her. 

The young man who had before offered his 
services came to the Post-DISPATCH 
office to see what had best be 
done and was shown the law 
whereby if Mrs. Mendel had paid enough to 
cover the original debt with the lega) rute of 
interest she would be freed from further 
obligation. He produced receipts to the 
amount of $180, which was far in excess of 
what was required. 


VOELCKER HAS NOTHING TO SAY. 

Mr. Voelcker was given an opportunity to 
tell his side of it, but did not seem to have 
any to tell. The reporter called and told 
Voelcker he had seen Mrs. Mende! and that 
she said she had paid him $180 on a loan 
of $93 and still owed $64. The reporter 


wanted to know by what kind of arithmetic 
he obtained such aresult. ‘‘Oh, she must 
have made a mistake, said Voelcker, 

„ figured up the receipts myself, said 
the reporter. 

Then I’ve got nothing more. to say,’’ re- 
turned Mr. Voelcker, evidently not relying 
much on the reporter’s credulity in his ex- 
3 of the legality of his money meth- 
eas.

Records of Lord Derby's Efforts to Pre- 
serve Peace, and His Intervidws With 
Gavard, Then Charge d“ Affaires at 
London— Russia's Hand in the Mat- 
ter—Foreign. 


Paris, Nov. 2%,.—To-morrow’s Correspondent 
will contain posthumous documents written 
by Charles Gavard, who was Charge d' Af. 
faires in London in 1875, relating to the assist- 
ance England rendered in preventing a Ger- 
man attack upon France, a narrative of the 
records of Lord Derby’s efforts to preserve 
peace, andanumber of alleged interviews 
between Lord Derby and M. Gavard,in which 
Lord Derby assured M. Gavard that Russian 
influence had been more efficacious in pre- 
serving peace than even that exercised by 
En gland. 

Lord Derby is also said to have believed 
that Prince Bismarck did not meditate war, 
but only wished to feel the European pulse. 
M. Gavard, in his notes, adds that the Duc 
de Gamies worte to Lord Derby thanking him 
for his intervention. 

The Figaro this morning says that the Ger- 
man publicist Harden declares that Prince 
Bismarck once told him that he prevented a 
small military party from making war upon 
France in 1875, but that Prince Gortschakoff 
had claimed the credit of preserving peace. 


CAMEROONS AND MINTERLAND QUESTION. 

PaRIS, Nov. 25.—The Temps says that if 
Germany is really anxious for a settlement 
of the Cameroons and Minterland question, 
thetwo French delegates whom she has in- 
vited to Berlin will have an easy task, but in 
a contrary case the delegates would have to 
withdraw and leave the verdict to an arbi- 
trator.

National Stock Yards. 


The receipts for the week were 14.179 cattle. 
13,611 hogs, and 5.088 sheep. A deorease of 474 
cattle and 2,174 hove and an increase of 1,771 sheep 
as compared with the preceding week.

The Statue of Nathan Hale Unveiled at 
1 Neu York. 

New Yor«K, Nov. 25.—The Sons of the Revo- 
Jution celebrated the 110th anniversary of the 
evacuation of New York by the British troops 
to-day by the unveiling of the statue of 
Nathan Hale, which stands in the southwest 
corner of the City Hall Park, facing Broad - 
way.

Suicide of George Petzold, an Aged 
Gardener. 


LOVE LED HIM TO FOLLOW, HIS WIFE 
TO THE GRAVE. 


; 


Lying on the Bank of a Pond On His 
Place Near Jennings Station, the Old 
Man Held His Head Under the Cold 
Water Until He Was Drowned—Re- 
markabie Devotion. 


All this week the residents of the pretty 
little suburb of Jennings have been discuss- 
ing a most thetic affair which happened 
recently in their vicinity. It was the suicide 
of an old man who was insanely grief- 
stricken over the death of his wife. The 
principals in this sad drama were George 
and Christina Petzold. The couple 
were born in Germany, the husband 63 and 
the wife 70 years ago. They came to Amer- 
ica when quite young, and immediately 
came out to St. Louis County and bought a 
farm on the corner of the Jennings and 
Hali’s Ferry roads, which is lo- 
cated just beyond the residence 
section of Jennings’ Heights and about 
one-third ofa mile northeast of Jennings’ 
Station on the Wabash. For forty years Mr. 
Petzold carried on his gardening business 
there and raised a large family of children, 
all of whom are now grown. The old farmer 
and his wife were a very devoted 
couple and when she took sick about 
a month ago, he prayed 
hard for her recovery. He watched tenderly 
and devotedly at her bedside, ana did every- 
thing a devoted man could to relieve the 
sufferings of his afflicted wife. Despite his 
efforts and those of Dr. Van Hoefer she con- 
tinued to sink raptdly, and on Saturday, 
Nov. 4, the physician gave up all hope 
of her recovery. When Mr. Petzold 
was informed of this he was well nigh dis- 
tracted. It was bad enough,fhe thought, to 
have his beloved wife ill, but the thought 
that she was to die was more than he could 
bear. He sodbed and moaned and refused to 
be consoled. Life was not worth living with 
his beloved wife dead. The thought 
that he should de cruelly robbed 
of his life-partner 80 suddenly 


in his old age was to him a crushing blow. 
When she died on Sunday, Nov. 5, he re- 
fused to be comforted. He wailed pitifully 
over his wife’s coffin, and despite the efforts 
of his sons to cheer him, would not be con- 
soled. The funeral took place Tuesday, Nov. 
7, and after the remains had been laid in 
their last earthly resting-place in Calvary 
his grief became stronger and stronger. He 
went about his farm in a dazed and listless 
way and hardly spoke to any one. His sons 
noticed this, but thought that in time he 
would become more resigned to his fate. 
Instead he brooded over his loss so terribly 
that the strain must have affected his mind. 


HE DROWNED HIMSELF. 

On Friday, Nov. 17, his grief overcame him 
completely, Unabletofind any comfort in 
the house he wandered out into the field and 
over toa pond in one corner. It was prob- 
ably while he stood on the brink of the pond 


gazing refiectively at the water that 
the idea he afterward carried out 
seized him. Bending down he stretched 
himself at full length on the bank at the 
water’sedge. Then he swerved around, and 
leaving the lower part of his body high and 
dry on the bank be deliberately put his head 
in the ice-cold water. In this position he 
was discovered some time after. As life was 
not yet extinct Dr. Van Hoefen was 
summoned, but was unable to revive the 
unfortunate old man. Justice of the Peace 
Robert Schnecks was notified by Dr. Van 
Hoefen, and he held an inquest on the body, 
rendering a verdict in accordance with tue 
facts. It is customary in the county for 
Justices of the Peace to act as Deputy 
or District Coroners. They are not re- 
quired to make any immediate report on 
the case, but wait until they are ready to 
turn in their bill for their services to the 
County Court. This is why the facts did not 
come outat the time. The funeral of Mr. 
Petzold took place last Sunday from the 
Church of the Holy Cross in Baden to Calvary 
Cemetery.

India and the frozen regions of the North;

world, and now, most surprising to all. is 
again blithely circling the globe. 

Heis Mr. Isaac Sharp, an English Quaker 
preacher, and is the guest of his long-time 
friend, Mr. Francis A. Wright, of No. 1612 
Belleview avenue. His visit to Kansas City 
is in the course of his second missionary trip 
around the world. 

In November he Will attend a conference to 
be held in Baltimore. He will then visit 
Florida and the Friends’ Mission in Mexico, 
and, after a farewell visit to his daughter in 
California, will return home in time for the 
annual convention of Friends, whieh meets 
in London early in June, 

Mr. Sharp has been a Quaker preacher 
about sixty years, and has been on many 
missionary journeys, in accordance tothe 
customs of the preachers of the Friends 
Church. His first missionary trip was to 
Norway over fifty years ago. on which occa- 
sion he visited the most northerly point of 
land in Europe. Afterward, from 1862 to 
1865, he made five successive visits to Ice- 
land, the Fertoe Islands, Greenland and 
Labrador. He left Denmark on the frst 
steamer at the opening of summer, and re- 
turned on the last in the fall, spending the 
winter at home. 

Some fifteen years ago, after Mr. Sharp 
had reached the age of three score and ten, 
he was, at his own request, sent out by the 
Friends church of England on a missionary 
tour around the world. He spent eight 
months in South Africa, traveling with mule 
and bullock teams over the territory which 
was the scene of Dr. Livingstone’s early mis- 
sionary labors. He was within three miles 
of the place where Livingstone was seized b 
the lion and talked witha native deacon o 
the church who wag present at the time of 
the fearful encounter. He spent about a 
ear on the Island of Madagascar, and then 
raveled through Australia and New Zealand 
to the United States and home to England. 

Three years ago Mr. Sharp start on the 
present tour. He first visited India and Aus- 
tralia, and after a sickness in Oalifornia 
wentto Ja n, and fiom thence to Ohina 
going up the -tei-Kiang River 1, 

At this time Mr. Sharp was so weak 
that his friends in England were not willin 
to take any responsibility for his visit, an 
he went on the journey entirely on his own 
responsibility, as he believed, under the 
sense of duty.

LITTLE WILL BE DONE. 


Congressmen Do Not Expect to Accom- 
plish Much Before Christmas. 


WaSHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Senators and mem- 
bers of Congress have begun to return and 
are to be found around the hotels, the Uap- 
itol and ail the departments. Many of the 
members are making arrangements for the 
winter and settling their families in the 
hotels and residences they have selected.

A BANERUPTCY LAW. 


Correspondence on the Subject Between 
Wm. A. Stone and Judge Sherwood. 


JEFFERSON Crrr, Mo., Nov. 25.—On a topic 
of more than ordinary interest Congressman 
William A. Stone of Pennsylvania, member 
of the House Judiciary Committee, addressed 
the following letter to Judge Sherwood, 
which has been received here: 
Hon. Thomas A. Sherwood; 


DEAR SiR--Will you kindly write me, stating 
whether you think it advisable to pass a bankruptcy 
law at this Congress or not, stating such reasons as 
you may wish? Is u orisit not wise in the present 
financial condition of the country to pass such a law? 
The principal reason advaneed why such a law 
should be passed is to afford greater facilities for 
the collection of debts, yet the policy of the States 
has been toextend clemency to the debtors by stay 
laws in times of depression, 

Will a law with compulsory provisions permitting 
the creditors toforcethe debtor into bankruptcy 
whois unable to prevent thelevy on his property 
by the Sheriff orto pay the claim before the sale, 
which constitutes anaet of bankruptcy in the bill 
new before the Heuse, produce good or bad results, 
on the whole, in your judgment? 

I have taken the liberty to write to you and other 
judges, believing that your experience and ob- 
servations on the bench and at the bar have enabled 
you to judge of the effects of such a law. I hope you 
will be good enough to reply to me ag soon as possi- 
ble and that you will give me leave to make pablic 
mention of your views.

Dran sm: Tour letter of the 13th inst. has been 
forwarded to me from St. Louis, hence the seeming 
delay in answering. Keplying to your questions. 
permit to say that in the case of Stevens vs. An- 
drews, 31 Mo., 265, our Supreme Court held that an 
act of the Legislature of March 7, 1861, commonly 
called tlre stay law., was unconstitutional. so far 
as concerned judgments rendered prior to the pass- 
age of the act. Some of the authorities cited in the 
opinion in that ease seem © further thao the 
point already indicated, and to hold that such a law 
would be constitutionally invalid if it were so enact- 
ed as plainly and intentionally to affect antecedent 
contracts, though not merged in judgments when 
the stay law is enacted. 

If the views enunciated in the above opinion, and 
the cases to which it refers, be correct, but little 
benefit, it would seem, could accrue to the debtor 
clase in this State from the passage of a stay law, 
whether their debts had or had not — * in judg- 
ments. We have at present no stay law in this 
State.

He will be 
the general manager of Madison under the 
new management and will locate near the 
track with his family. 

The combination which has secured con- 
trol of the pretty little course at the east- 
ern end ofthe Merchants’ Bridge, includes 
Sam W. Adler, Presidentof the South Side 
Park Association; his partners, A. Tillis, 
Davis and Shepard, P. H. Butler and Will- 
lam bruen. They leased the track 
last night and will cperate it 
under the auspices of the Madison Jockey 
Club, which will be incorporated Monday. 
Temporary officials will be selected this 
evening. The first week’s programme will 
be announced to-morrow and the sec- 
ond week’s card will de Ar- 
ranged to sult the horses at the 
track. John G. Hambrick left for Nashville 
last night to secure horses for the meeting, 
and *‘Chappie’’ Moran is now at Hawthorne 
for the same purpose. The Merchants’ Ter- 
minal Co. has promised first-class transpor- 
tation to and from the track.
